Residents say: 
‘Give us a break 
on parking* 


RESIDENTS at Seapoint, a 
block of 35 flats at The Knap in 
Barry, say they are “angry” 
following a council decision to 
impose double yellow lines on 
the road leading to the flats. 

They say it is before any 
consultation and that the restrictions 
are 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. 

A residents’ spokesman explained: 
“Due to the design of the 60s built 
flats, there is insufficient parking on 
site for residents to park their cars. 


“Up until now, residents have been 
able to also park on the double yellow 
lines on Cross Hill in the summer 
evenings and over the winter months, 
but this changed in July when the 
seasonal restrictions signs were 
removed, leaving the road with 
permanent ‘no waiting at any time’ 
restrictions. 

“The area around Seapoint is all ‘no 
waiting at any time’ as a legacy from 
the days of The Knap Lido, and that is 
no longer relevant.”

D uring the 

Great War 
1914-1919, 
two men from 
Penarth were 
awarded 
posthumous 
Victoria Crosses. 

Captain Richard Wain 
was 20 when he was 
killed during the Battle 
of Cambrai on 
November 20, 1917, 
while leading a section 
of tanks in action against 
strong point. 

According to his 
citation, his tank was 
disabled, and Capt Wain, 
though severely 
wounded, dismounted, 
took a Lewis gun, and 
captured the strong 
point. He then continued 
firing with rifle at the 
enemy until he received 
a fatal shot to the head. 

Capt Wain, of 25th 
Battalion Manchester 
Regiment, attached to A 
Battalion Tank Corps, is 
commemorated on the 
Cambrai Memorial, 
Louveral, which is under 
the care of the 
Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission 


(CWCG). 

Serjeant Samuel 
Pearse, already a 
recipient of the Military 
Medal, was 22 when he 
fell on August 29,1919, 
while taking an enemy 
blockhouse in northern 
Russia. 

According to his 
citation, Sjt Pearse, 
under very heavy fire, 
cut through barbed wire, 
charged the blockhouse 
single-handed and 


attacked it with bombs 
(grenades), killing the 
enemy. 

He was killed 
immediately afterwards, 
but his actions resulted 
in few British casualties 
while taking the 
objective. 

Sjt Pearse is buried in 
Obozerskaya Burial 
Ground, but his grave is 
no longer marked. He is 
commemorated on the 
memorial at the CWGC 
Archangel Allied 
Cemetery. 

As part of an initiative 
by the Department for 
Communities in London, 
I have managed to 
obtain two 

commemorative stones - 
one for each man - 
which will be unveiled 
in the Garden of 
Remembrance in Penarth 
on Friday, November 9 
at 11am. 

The ceremony is open 
to all to attend but while 
I have been able to 
invite members of Capt. 
Wain’s family to the 
event, I have been 
unable to locate any 
descendants of Sjt 
Pearse, of the 45th 
Battalion Royal 
Fusiliers,who was born 
in Arcot Street in 
Penarth. 

If any reader is able to 
put me in touch with Sjt 
Pearse’s relatives so I 
can invite them to the 
event, I should be very 
grateful.

"What is happening 
with White Farm?’ 


1 WISH to highlight the 
awful state of the 
White Farm park and 
surrounding area. 

What should be a lovely green 
space for residents to enjoy has 
been allowed to grow wild, 
making it not just unsightly, but 
also hazardous. 

During this dry spell of 
weather, we’ve seen numerous 
incidents of grass fires, both 
locally and nationally and the 
people living around the park 
that I have spoken to are growing 
increasingly concerned of the 
potential risk of a grass fire in 
White Farm. 

Fire is not the only risk for 
people living in White well Road. 
The sheer height of the grass is 
also making it a hazard for 
drivers, who have difficulty 
seeing oncoming traffic or 
pedestrians when approaching 


the bends in the road. 

The state of the park is part of 
a wider and ongoing issue 
associated with the White Farm 
development, where the roads 
and open spaces have still to be 
adopted by the Vale Council due 
to a dispute between the council 
and the developer, Persimmon 
Homes. 

Clearly the state of the already 
crumbling and sinking roads and 
pathways is unacceptable and is 
one of a number of issues, 
including defective lighting, 
fencing and a lack of road signs. 

While it is Persimmon’s 
responsibility to put things right, 
the Conservative-led council 
should be ensuring Persimmon 
carry out the remedial work but 
so far this isn’t happening, with 
residents of White Farm caught 
in the middle. 

Instead, Persimmon continue 
to be granted approval by the 


council for further developments 
in the Vale. Surely rectifying the 
defects at White Farm come 
before more development 
approvals? This would certainly 
focus minds at Persimmon. 

It was of course a different 
story leading up to the local 
elections. At the time, 
Conservative candidates for 
Dyfan ward, Vincent Bailey and 
Leighton Rowlands were keen to 
fight for the residents, calling for 
bins in White Farm Park to be 
reinstalled after they were 
removed by Persimmon, while 
also claiming it was “time for the 
council to adopt White Farm.” 

Well, despite both candidates 
being elected and the 
Conservatives leading the 
council for over a year now, 
nothing has changed for the 
residents at White Farm.

Transgender toolkit effectively 
advises teachers to ignore law" 


W HY does 
the Vale 
Council 
persist with its 
‘transgender 
toolkit’ for schools 
(The GEM, August 
2) when the the UK 
Government has 
just rejected 
changing the 
Gender Recognition 
Act to cover 
children? 


The UK Government 
decided in June to keep 
the age limits of 18 for 
surgery and 16 for 
hormone treatment. They 
rejected pressure from 
transgender extremists to 
change these, pointing 
out that ‘gender 
questioning’ kids may 
well grow out of it. 

The ‘gender 
questioning’ children 
covered by the toolkit 
need teaching their 


feelings and worries 
about their body’s 
changes are a natural 
part of puberty; they’ll 
grow through them and 
decide their sexual 
orientation later. But the 
toolkit makes a big thing 
of it and wants schools 
to abandon division by, 
for example, sex of loos, 
changing rooms, or 
sports teams. 

The age-limit decision 
should block the fashion 
promoted by social 
media and magazines on 
youngsters to choose 
‘trans’. It knocks away 
the basis for the Vale’s 
transgender toolkit. 

Particular advice in 
the toolkit is bad, in that 
it wants teachers to 
collude with self-harm 
like breast-binding in 
girls. My questioning 
this at full council on 
July 18 received the 
answer that breast¬ 
binding as a cultural 
practice is a 


“safeguarding issue“, but 
“not necessarily” if for a 
transgender child. 

How does this work, 
when government and 
the NHS rightly say that 
the Gender Recognition 
Act does not, and will 
not, apply to under 16s? 

The toolkit’s advice to 
teachers is, in effect, 
ignore the law and don’t 
inform parents and 
social-medical services 
of the breast-binding 
likely to cause serious 
harm, in cases where the 
10-12 year-old girl 
wants confidentiality. 

The Vale Council’s 
toolkit further advises 
parents to use 
‘Mermaids’, a group 
who was exposed by the 
Sunday Times as 
advertising an overseas 
doctor for ‘puberty 
blocker’ tablets. 

The founder of 
Mermaids took her own 
under-age son to 
Thailand for a sex- 


change operation that is 
illegal here, yet the 
toolkit recommends 
‘Mermaids’ as a suitable 
organisation to advise 
local teachers and 
parents. 

The Vale Council’s 
all-male Cabinet refused 
to consult parents and 
teachers over the draft 
toolkit. They have failed 
to amend it to take on¬ 
board criticisms and to 
include the new 
documents supporting 
the Westminster 
government policy of 
excluding children. 

With Westminster’s 
rejection of the 
transgender extremist 
line, does the Vale 
Council have to be taken 
to Court to stop its 
dangerous guidance, as 
parents are doing in 
Scotland?

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Grandmother 
jailed for 
shoplifting 


CARDIFF CROWN COURT 
REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


A SERIAL 

shoplifter from 
Barry has been 
jailed for 16 
months. 

Nicola Robson, a 40- 
year-old grandmother 
was said by prosecutor 
Rosamund Rutter at 
Cardiff Crown Court to 
have stolen goods 
including food and drink 
worth £3,400. 

Ms Rutter said that 
such was the seriousness 
of her crimes in the past 
over a period of 25 years, 
they had had an impact 
on local businesses. 

Robson, of Narberth 
Court, was said to have 
convictions for 197 
offences, 113 of them for 
theft. 

She admitted 15 
charges of shoplifting. 

Judge Patrick Curran 
told her: “You have an 
absolutely appalling 


record of committing 
offences of this kind.” 

Ms Rutter said she 
stole £100 of meat from a 
supermarket in 

Culverhouse Cross last 
December, when she was 
subject to supervision. 
She went on to steal 
bottles of whisky from a 
store in Cardiff Bay and 
when challenged by the 
manager, she adopted an 
aggressive attitude. 

Robson got into a 
nearby parked car. The 
manager pursued her and 
was dragged through the 
car park, later needing 
treatment for a head 
injury. 

Ms Rutter said that 
even after being arrested 
in January, she went on 
to commit further 


episodes of shoplifting 
while on bail. 

She stole whisky from 
a number of shops and 
goods from a garden 
centre, as well as toilet 
items from a budget store 
in Barry. 

From a store in Dinas 
Powys, she stole food 
and drink, before going 
to Talbot Green and 
taking £500 worth of 
clothes from Marks and 
Spencer. 

There were further 
thefts, she said, from a 
Tesco store in Penarth, a 
gift shop in Barry, more 
alcohol, perfume and 
razors. 

Robson told the police 
the problem was her 
addiction to heroin and 
she was spending £30 a 
day on the drug. 

Her counsel, Harry 
Baker, said there was a 
time when she stopped 
taking the drug and 
started again because of 
domestic difficulties. 

Her intention was to 
be a positive role model 
for her family.

‘Boy racers 
are a menace’ 
says cyclist 


A BARRY man has 
warned fellow 
cyclists to 
“dismount and get 
onto the pavement’ 
if they hear the 
roar of a ‘boy 
racer’ approaching 
from his rear. 

Speaking to The 
GEM, Douglas Jones 
claims he was knocked 
off his bike on 
Gladstone Bridge (near 
Morrisons supermarket) 
on June 24, an incident 
that has been reported to 
the police. 

Mr Jones was on his 
way to visit his niece on 
the Waterfront and had 
cycled down Gladstone 
Road, gone over the 
roundabout and was 
heading over the bridge. 

There was no traffic 
around so he prepared to 
cross over to the cycle 
way on the other side of 
the road. 

“I was coming to the 
brow of the hill and 
preparing to turn onto 
the cycle path at the 
pedestrian crossing. 

“I then heard a car 
behind me accelerate. 

“I immediately 
thought my life was in 
danger and tried to jump 
out of the way. 

“A black VW Golf 
knocked me off and 


carried on driving. 

“I suffered a broken 
shoulder, bruising to the 
ribs, internal injuries and 
a bruised right knee.” 

Mr Jones reported the 
matter to the police as a 
‘hit and run’ and when 
CCTV was checked the 
staff were able to spot 
him in the area, but not 
the Golf. 

He said he wanted to 
look at the CCTV 
images but understands 
only the police can view 
it. 

Mr Jones says he feels 
“...lucky to be alive”, 
adding that boy racers 
have “...been a menace 
at the Waterfront area for 
years”. 

A police 

spokeswoman said: “We 
are investigating a 
collision involving a 
cyclist and a car, which 
occurred on Gladstone 
Bridge, Barry, on June 
24 at around 7.15pm. 

“A black car is 
reported to have been in 
collision with the cyclist 
before the driver left the 
scene. 

“Anyone who 
witnessed the incident or 
who has any information 
is asked to call 101 
quoting 1800230792 or 
call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 
555 111.”

The spokesman continued: “The 
restrictions mean that when the 
residents’ car park at Seapoint is 
full, there is nowhere for residents to 
park.” 

Mike Clogg of the Vale Council 
said residents would be consulted on 
local parking. 

“The access road to Seapoint flats 
via Crosshill has always been no 
waiting at any time. 

“This and other roads in the 
immediate area with double yellow 
lines previously had sign plates 
indicating no waiting from April 1 to 
September 30 between 9am and 
9pm. 

“It is not consistent to have a 
timed restriction and a double 
yellow line in the same location as 


they are contradictory, making 
enforcement impossible. 

“For this reason and to enable 
adequate enforcement of parking 
following complaints by residents of 
visitors to the Knap parking in the 
area, the timed restriction plates 
have been removed. 

“The council propose to review 
parking arrangements in the area in 
conjunction with its proposed new 
parking strategy and will consult 
residents further with any proposed 
changes in the future.” 

The Vale Council is due to hold a 
consultation from August 9 to 23 
and Seapoint residents are hoping 
that the Vale Council will listen to 
their concerns and relax the parking 
restrictions.

Refreshing 
walk for 
Penarth 
Ramblers 


WHAT do 32 feet 
do on a warm 
summer’s evening? 
They go for a stroll, 
in the shape of 13 
walkers who joined 
Joy and Biddy the 
dog at Rhoose 
where they set off 
towards the coast 
into a refreshing 
breeze. 

Making the deviation 
around part of the Wales 
Coast Path that has been 
closed long term because 
of cliff falls, and 
dropping down through 
Fontygary Bay, despite 
the warning notices to 
the contrary, people 
including children, were 
sitting underneath the 
cliffs. 

After passing through 
the caravan park, steep 
steps led them down 
onto the salt flats and 
along to the protective 
sea wall that goes all the 
way to Gileston. 

Circumnavigating the 
lake at Pleasant Harbour, 
the path led them 
through tall cordgrass to 
the remains of Aberthaw 
Limeworks which 
opened in 1888, utilising 
the blue lias limestone 
on the coast for its 
hydraulic qualities, until 
1926, when the nearby 
Aberthaw Cement Works 
took over production. 

After viewing the 
kilns which produced 40 
tons of burnt lime each 
day, they re-traced their 
steps up the cliff, 
through Fontygary 
Leisure Park and 
walking through fields 
adjacent to the main 
Vale railway line 
returned to their start. 

Despite the rain 
showers at home, upon 
reaching Cyfarthfa 
Castle which was home 
to the Crawshay family, 
the sky was turning blue 
and in sunny conditions 
the group of 10 walkers 
with their leader John 
descended past the vast 
lake and heading 
through an industrial 
estate, reached Pont y 
Cafnau. This bridge, 
built in 1793, was the 
first iron tramroad 
bridge in the world and 
heading across, they 
deviated to the Cyfarthfa 
Ironworks, which greatly 
helped in the 
manufacture of weapons 
during the Napoleonic 
Wars; so much so, that 
the famous Horatio 


Nelson paid a visit. 

Following the Taff 
Trail across the 115ft 
high curved Cefn Coed 
Viaduct with its glorious 
views, and past the tall 
spire of St John’s 
Church, they tramped 
the old disused railway 
line to the Pontsarn 
Viaduct high above the 
Taff Fechan River. 

Descending through 
woodland and crossing 
the river, a short climb 
led them to St Gwynno’s 
Church at Vaynor, with 
its mighty 10-ton stone 
covering the grave of the 
Ironmaster Robert 
Thompson Crawshay 
and a memorial to 
Catherine Morgan, who 
died aged 106, having 
lived through the reign 
of seven monarchs. 

Descending past the 
Blue Pool, a steep climb 
on the winding rocky 
moorland above the 
disused Morlais quarries 
brought them to Morlais 
Castle with its stunning 
views and a stop for 
lunch, during which the 
rain began to fall. 
Bracken-covered paths 
led them down into the 
Taff Fechan valley and 
with thunder, lightning 
and heavy rain raging, 
they sped back towards 
Cefn Coed y Cymer 
walking along the 
waterlogged path beside 
the Cyfarthfa leat before 
tramping pavements 
back to their start. 

On August 11, meet at 
9am at Cogan Leisure 
Centre for a 10-mile 
moderate walk on north 
Gower. 

On August 12, meet at 
9am at Cogan for an 
11.5-mile hard walk 
taking in Sugar Loaf, 
Partrishow and Crug 
Mawr. 

On August 16, meet at 
6.30pm at the Colcot 
Arms, Barry for the last 
evening ramble, a 4.5- 
mile easy/moderate walk 
taking in the Goldsland 
and Highlight valleys. 

Wear suitable 
clothing, preferably 
boots and carry 
waterproofs, food and 
drinks. Some degree of 
fitness is required and if 
you are in any doubt, 
then please contact the 
walk leader for advice.

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Barry to welcome 
new Roll of Honour 



A definitive Roll of Honour has been 
compiled by Dr Jonathan Hicks. 


TO commemorate 
the service of local 
people during the 
First World War on 
Saturday 
September 22 the 
Royal British 
Legion (Barry 
Branch) is 

organising a 

Festival of 

Remembrance at 
Barry Memorial 
Hall. 

As the centrepiece of 
this event a definitive 
Roll of Honour of the 
local casualties has been 
compiled by military 
historian Dr Jonathan 
Hicks. 

Dr Hicks commented: 
“I have spent over a 
decade researching the 
local casualties from 
both world wars and, 
with the help of many 
relatives of the fallen, 
have discovered 

hundreds of men who 
should be on the Roll of 
Honour for the town. 

“This project, initiated 
and funded by the Royal 
British Legion, has been 
an opportunity to 
produce a definitive 
Barry Book of 
Remembrance for the 
Great War and it will 
include men from all the 
services, including the 
Merchant Navy. 

“It will be a single 
copy book which will be 
used during the 


Drumhead Service on the 
evening of September 22 
and it will then be 
donated to the town and 
be kept in a local church 
for safekeeping and 
reference. Viewings will 
be by appointment with 
the Royal British 
Legion.” 

During Dr Hicks’ 
extensive research, it 
became apparent that the 
existing Roll of Honour 
in Barry Memorial Hall 
is not complete. 

He explained: “The 
roll has a number of 
errors and duplications 
on it, and besides the 
many names that are 
missing, there are still a 
number of names on the 
Roll of Honour inside 
Barry Memorial Hall 
which cannot be traced; 
so this memorial book 
now contains as accurate 
a list of the fallen as it is 


possible to ascertain at 
this moment in time. 

“More stories of the 
sacrifice made by local 
men during the Great 
War have come to light in 
the years since the Roll 
of Honour was originally 
compiled in the 1930s, so 
this book now contains 
an updated version of the 
roll.” 

A spokesperson for the 
Royal British Legion 
added: “Alongside this 
beautiful remembrance 
book we have also 
purchased a genuine 
miner’s lamp which will 
be used as our Light of 
Remembrance featuring 
as part of the Drumhead 
in September and in the 
town’s annual 

Remembrance Day 
parades.” 

Tickets for the Festival 
of Remembrance are 
selling fast and are 


available from the box 
office at Barry Memorial 
Hall or online. 

Dr Hicks added: “The 
Festival of 

Remembrance promises 
to be a remarkable 
evening where we all 
gather to pay tribute to 
the local casualties of the 
First World War, and it is 
important that each man 
has his place of honour. 

“We intend to honour 
their sacrifice in the most 
appropriate, respectful 
manner in the one 
hundredth year since the 
armistice of November 
1918. 

“As we are now all too 
painfully aware, it was 
not ‘The War to End All 
Wars’ but it is our way of 
saying ‘thank you’ to all 
those who served their 
country in that dreadful 
war.”

Emperor’s new clothes? 


PARENTS across 
Wales could be 
entitled to £125 to 
help cover the cost 
of school uniforms, 
sports kit and kit 
for activities outside 
of school, such as 
Scouts and Guides. 

The new fund, PDG 
(Pupil Development 
Grant) Access, is targeted 
at pupils who are eligible 
for free school meals or 
children who are looked 
after and are going into 
reception class or year-7 
in September and aged 
four or 11 in special 
schools; Special 

Educational Needs 
(SEN) Units, or Pupil 
Referral Units. 

The fund will also 
cover equipment for out 
of school hours trips 
including outdoor 

learning, and equipment 
for activities within the 
curriculum, such as 
design and technology. 

Education Secretary 
Kirsty Williams and 
WLGA leader Debbie 
Wilcox have urged 
parents/carers of eligible 
children to speak to their 
council about applying 
for the new funding. 

Kirsty Williams said: 
“We want all our pupils 


to have access to the 
same opportunities - 
whether in or outside of 
school - and PDG 
Access is about making 
sure that happens. 

“We know that the 
costs of school uniform, 
sports kit and equipment 
for other activities can all 
add up so it’s really 
important that parents 
and carers are aware of 
this new fund and know 
where to apply. 

“If you think you’re 
eligible for PDG Access 
then speak to your 
council today and you 
could soon receive £125 
to help with these costs.” 

Cllr Debbie Wilcox 
(Newport), WLGA 
spokesperson for 

education said: “I would 


encourage any parents or 
carers who think they’re 
eligible for this fund to 
contact their local 
authority. 

“Local authorities 
want to support all our 
pupils to benefit from the 
same opportunities, 
which is why WLGA will 
look forward to 
continuing discussions 
with Welsh Government 
to ensure that such vital 
funds are maintained and 
protected.” 

Earlier this year, the 
Welsh Government 
controversially scrapped 
the School Uniform 
Grant, budgeted at 
around £700,000 per 
year, which the new 
scheme, with some 
extensions, replaces.

THE school holidays... long, 
hot sunny days in the garden, 
out with your chums at the 
park, or maybe at the beach. 

Perhaps even a trip to a theme park, 
or a holiday abroad, and the perennial 
parental cry of “What shall we do 
today?” 

Little of this, however, applies for 
Oliver Davies, aged 12, from 
Bridgend 

Much of his summer holiday will 
be spent caring for his nine-year-old 
brother, Leo, who has pathological 
demand avoidance (PDA). 

Oliver and his mother Hayley are 
Leo’s carers during the summer. 

Oliver said: “Leo has PDA so we 
need to be with him all the time. My 
mum and I have to be really careful 
due to Leo’s need to escape a situation 
when he’s anxious or the danger of 
him harming himself or others. 

“I’ve learnt how to keep an eye on 
him and can spot dangers quickly in 
the house or when we’re out. 

“I love my brother, and it feels very 
normal to look after him and help my 
mum whenever I can, but I can feel 
very isolated in the summer holidays. 

“We’re not able to have a holiday 
and even going out is very difficult. 
The young carer activities with Action 
for Children during the summer are 
often the only break I get.” 

Action for Children works in 


partnership with local authorities, 
charities and health services to 
support disadvantaged youngsters 
across the UK. 

Research by Action for Children 
and Carers Trust suggests that nearly 
two thirds (62 per cent) of young 
Welsh carers “...feel lonely during the 
summer holidays”. 

Some 35 per cent of respondents, 
all under 18, to the survey said that 
they spend more than four hours a day 
during the summer with their relative 
requiring care. 

Nearly a quarter (23 per cent) 
reported they have never been on a 
summer holiday with their family. 

Brigitte Gater, national director for 
the organisation in Wales, said: “The 
summer holidays can be heart¬ 
breaking for young carers who are 
often isolated at home, while their 
friends are having fun in the sunshine, 
playing sports or enjoying family 
holidays. 

“We see first-hand the awful impact 
of loneliness and stress on young 
carers, who dedicate their lives to 
helping their loved ones. 

“These children are often desperate 
for a break from their caring 
responsibilities and to have a bit of 
fun in their holidays with friends; 
that’s why young carer respite 
services are such a lifeline for them.”

Elsie Scully-Hicks: 
‘Chances missed’ to 
save murdered toddler 


A REPORT has 
concluded that an 
18-month-old baby 
girl need not have 
died had paediatric 
professionals 
examined her when 
she was first taken 
to hospital. 

Last week, the Cardiff 
and The Vale Regional 
Safeguarding Board 
(CVRSCB) published an 
extended Child Practice 
review into the 
circumstances around the 
death of Elsie Scully- 
Hicks. 

Matthew Scully- 
Hicks, originally from 
Delabole, Cornwall, but 
who was living in 
Llandaff, Cardiff at the 
time, was jailed for life 
and ordered to serve a 
minimum of 18 years 
after being convicted of 
murder following a trial 
at Cardiff Crown Court 
last year. 

The report says that all 
seemed well for the first 
year. It said: “The child 
(Elsie) particularly 
enjoyed musical toys and 
singing, as well as 
cuddles, and was 
showing an interest in 
other children. The child 
was observed to be 
happy and relaxed with 
known adults.” 

However, in 

November 2015, she was 
taken to her GP, who 
referred her to a Trauma 
and Orthopaedic 

Consultant. 

The report says that 
the explanation given by 
the parent for the child’s 
injury was accepted by 
the Registrar at the 
Trauma and Orthopaedic 
clinic as a typical 
fracture resulting from 
an accidental injury. 

The x-ray identified 
two fractures to the 
child’s leg. The fracture 
to the lower leg was 
identified by the 
Registrar but the second 
fracture to the distal 
femur (top leg bone) was 
missed. 

The report goes on to 
say that the child was not 
seen in A and E and was 


therefore not seen by the 
Paediatric Team. One of 
the child’s parents 
informed the adoption 
social worker of the 
child’s injuries via 
telephone, and this 
information was then 
shared with the 
Children’s Services 
social worker. 

The report continues: 
“If the original 
examination of the x-ray 
had identified both 
fractures, safeguarding 
concerns would 

undoubtedly have been 
raised and child 
protection procedures 
instigated. This was the 
opportunity where 
agencies could have 
reasonably and tangibly 
intervened .” 

Following the child’s 
death, a review of the X- 
ray was undertaken by an 
expert Consultant 
Paediatric Radiologist. 
This review indicated 
that it would be highly 
unusual for two separate 
bones to be broken from 
one minor fall. 

The Consultant 
Paediatric Radiologist’s 
report presented to the 
criminal proceedings 
indicated that the 
explanation provided by 
the primary parent 
(Matthew Scully-Hicks) 
of a minor fall would not 
result in two separate 
fractures. 

The report added that 
The Registrar viewing 
the x-ray could not have 
been expected to identify 
the second fracture as 
they were not 
sufficiently experienced 
or trained. 

The report concluded 
there was nothing 
throughout the adoption 
assessment process that 
could have predicted that 
one of the child’s parents 
was to injure and 
eventually kill the child. 

It was six months 
later, in May 2016, that 
Elsie suffered fatal 
injuries. 

Lance Carver, the Vale 
Council director of 
Social Services, said: 
“The Vale Council 


welcomes the 

independent Child 
Practice Review 

launched after the tragic 
death of Elsie and is 
committed to learning 
lessons from its findings. 

“The review found 
that the care planning 
and adoption assessment 
processes were followed 
correctly and were 
robust. As director of 
Social Services, I 
acknowledge 
unreservedly that there 
must always be a 
thorough examination to 
learn lessons from such a 
tragic event and I fully 
accept the 

recommendations from 
the review. 

“I do not 
underestimate the impact 
on those most closely 
affected and we have 
thoroughly considered 
our own processes whilst 
the independent review 
was taking place. As a 
result of this, a number 
of actions have already 
been implemented to 
strengthen the 

monitoring arrangements 
once a child has been 
placed for adoption. 

“These changes 
include additional 
professional oversight 
over and above normal 
supervision methods, an 
enhanced visiting 

schedule, and ensuring 
the robust recording and 
sharing of information. 

“The death of a child 
within an adoptive 
placement is incredibly 
rare, but made no less 
shocking or distressing 
by its infrequency. 

I would like to take 
this opportunity to 
express my deepest 
sympathy to members of 
Elsie’s birth and adoptive 
families. Implementing 
the recommendations of 
the independent review 
is a priority for the 
council and one we take 
incredibly seriously.”

‘More help needed 
on child care’ 
says campaigner 


MOTHERS have to face “two 
years of poverty” and give up 
careers as they are not given 
financial help with care until 
their children are three years 
old, a campaigner has said. 

Councils across Wales will over the 
coming months implement Welsh 
Government’s offer of 30 hours free 
child care per week for eligible 
working parents of three and four-year- 
olds. 

But Sarah Rees, a mother-of-two 
from Penarth, says parents need 
financial help with child care as soon 
as maternity and paternity pay ends so 
many mothers can go back to work. 

Mrs Rees says she can’t afford to 
work while child care is £50 per day on 
average per child, which meant she had 
to give up her business - which helped 
500 women into work - and rely on her 
husband’s wages to look after daughter 
Caitlin, four, and son Danny, one. 

She said her family had spent 
thousands of pounds on childcare; her 
children can be in care for one day a 
week, and that many other mothers are 
in a similar position. 

The Welsh Government says its free 
childcare offer will complement 
existing schemes to help women back 
into work. 

Mrs Rees said: “I don’t get any 
financial help because my husband 
earns a good salary. I don’t get child 
benefits; I live on my husband’s salary. 
It has been such a pressure on our 
marriage. 

“I have no financial independence, 
no job, no purpose other than raising 
children. I feel I have to cut off my 
brain until I’m able to afford to work. 

“I feel like I’ve taken a Tardis back 
to 1950. We’re celebrating 100 years of 
women getting the vote yet the lot of 
the mother is to sit at home to wait for 
children to get to school so she can go 
back to school. I don’t think it’s good 
enough.” 

The free childcare offer is already 
available across the entirety of five 
local authorities in Wales. 

In other areas, the free childcare will 
only be offered in certain wards based 


on the percentage of children living in 
families claiming an in-work tax 
credit. 

From September, it will be available 
in the Cardiff areas of Grangetown, 
Butetown, Riverside, Adamsdown, 
Cathays, Plasnewydd, Caerau, Splott, 
Ely and Llanrumney. 

In the Vale, the offer will be 
available from September 2019 in 
Peterston Super Ely, Llandow/Ewenny, 
St Brides Major, Cowbridge, 
Cornerswell, Llandough, 

Gibbonsdown and Buttrills in Barry. 

Mrs Rees has called for an end to the 
‘postcode lottery’ on the way the free 
childcare scheme is being introduced. 

She said: “I want them to change the 
age they are offering it at. The whole 
point is to support mums back into 
work and end some of the barriers to 
employment so they can have more 
income. It’s an anti-poverty strategy. 

“If we have to leave our jobs when 
our maternity pay comes to an end we 
are in poverty for two years. It’s only 
helping people who are already in 
work and manage to pay for childcare 
for two years.” 

The Welsh Government wants the 
scheme to be available to all parents 
across Wales by 2020. 

A Welsh Government spokesman 
said: “We have a number of 
programmes aimed at supporting 
parents with the cost of childcare. This 
includes the ESF-funded PaCE 
(Parents, Employment and Childcare) 
project which is aimed at improving 
employment prospects for parents 
where childcare is their main barrier to 
accessing training or job opportunities. 

“Our Flying Start programme also 
provides free childcare for children in 
some of our most deprived 
communities. 

“When rolled out across Wales by 
2020, our childcare offer will 
complement these existing schemes by 
helping more parents into or return to 
work. It aims to remove an 
acknowledged barrier to employment 
and free up money that they can use to 
improve their family’s circumstances.”

“The ashes from a pretty substantial 
fire are still there. Had the fire services 
not attended, the whole wood could 
have caught alight. 

“A nearby tree was scorched up to 
20ft in the air with everything around it 
brittle dry due to the recent hot spell.” 

Cllr Robertson, a farmer himself on 
the other side of the village, said he 
could not believe that, far from 


heeding the warning, another fly-tipper 
had already dumped even more 
rubbish within a few feet of the bumt- 
out fire. 

He said: “If it wasn’t so serious, it 
would be laughable. It’s as though 
they’d brought another load for their 
next burn-up!” 

He said he would be alerting Vale 
Council officers to the problem. 

“We certainly don’t want to penalise 
innocent people enjoying the 
countryside, but I would suggest we 
are all that much more vigilant and 
report any incidents immediately, 
particularly if we recognise any of the 
dumped material. 

“Perhaps we should look at 
seriously increasing the penalties when 
people are caught, but we need the 
public’s help in catching the 
perpetrators.”

Former police officer 
jailed for child rape 


FOLLOWING an 
investigation by 
South Wales Police, 
two men have been 
sentenced to a total 
of 32 years for a 
series of disturbing 
child abuse 
offences. 

John Ryan-Guess, a 
lawyer for the Welsh 
Government at the 
time of his arrest, was 
sentenced to 20 years’ 
imprisonment, and 
Dean Roberts, a former 
police officer, to 12 
years’ imprisonment. 
The men appeared at 
Cardiff Crown Court 
on August 6. 

In April this year the 
South Wales Police 
Paedophile Online 
Investigation Team 
(POLIT) launched an 
investigation into the 
activities of John 
Ryan-Guess after 
intelligence was 
received concerning 
predatory activity by 
an adult male in an 
online chat room. 

A warrant was 
issued and Ryan-Guess 
was subsequently 
arrested. Upon further 
investigation, evidence 
was also uncovered 
concerning the 
behaviour of Dean 
Roberts. He too was 
arrested. 

Both men were 



Dean Roberts was 
jailed for 12 years. 

charged with multiple 
offences of sexual 
activity with children. 

Roberts was 
formally dismissed 
from South Wales 
Police following a 
Special Case Hearing 
held by the Chief 
Constable on June 14 
having previously 
resigned from the force 
on May 29. He was 
based at the force’s 
Bridgend HQ. 

The investigation 
has led to further 
arrests across England 
as well as overseas. 

Such was the 
strength of evidence 
that both Ryan-Guess 
and Roberts entered 
guilty pleas. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Dean Roberts, 
48, was sentenced to 
12 years after 
admitting one count of

rape and five indecent 
assaults. 

John Ryan-Guess 
was sentenced to 20 
years for 37 charges, 
including sexual 
assault and making 
indecent images. Ryan- 
Guess, 43, also 
admitted aiding and 
abetting Roberts to 
commit sexual assault. 

Speaking on August 
6, Detective 
Superintendent Wendy 
Gunney said: “Today’s 
sentences reflect the 
gravity of the crimes 
that have been 
committed. The two 
people responsible for 
the appalling abuse of 
a number of very 
young children have 
now been brought to 
justice. 

“The investigation 
uncovered extremely 


disturbing child abuse 
evidence and the guilty 
pleas have ensured that 
the jury were spared 
from viewing evidence 
that would have been 
extremely traumatic. 

“The safeguarding 
of children has been an 
absolute priority for 
the investigation team. 

“Today’s sentence 
does not mark the end 
of our investigations 
and we will work 
tirelessly to identify 
any other victims or 
witnesses and seek the 
justice they deserve. 

“There are also 
investigations being 
conducted by other 
police forces in the UK 
and around the world. 

“Above all this 
investigation has been 
focused on the 
protection of children 
and my thoughts today 
remain with those 
victims.”

It’s all in the 
planning 
IF you’re planning on 
a complete overhaul, 
first think about 
where you want to 
position your borders. 

Take into 
consideration the 
amount of sun and 
shade available 
throughout the day, as 
this will impact plant 
growth.

Raised garden border 

and stones. 

If you are using 
concrete slabs, stones or 
bricks to build a raised 
bed, dig a foundation 
trench along your 
border line up to 15cms 
deep - this will help to 
add strength and 
stability. If you are 
creating a non-timber 
wall, the foundation 
should sit on concrete 
(except where there are 
vertical posts being 
installed). 

Wooden walls won’t 
require a concrete 
foundation; however, 
you’ll need to place 
stakes at regular 
intervals making sure 
that 50 per cent of their 
length is buried below 
the ground. Bear this in 
mind when cutting your 
material to the length 
and height required. 
Pressure-treated timber 
is the most durable and 
will ensure your 
wooden wall stays 
looking smart for years 
to come. 

Build your 
borders 
IF you’re working 
with horizontal timber 
boards, first fix stakes 
in each corner and 
then at 100cm gaps to 
support the panels. 

Place your first panel 
into position against the 
stakes - one third 
should sit below the 
ground. Use non- 
corrosive nails to fix the 
timber to the posts and 
check with a spirit level 
along the entire length 
to ensure it’s not 


sloping. Panels can then 
be butted against each 
other to build up the 
height. 

Railway sleepers 
should be fixed to 
stakes with long bolts. 
They will also require 
interlocking dowels to 
keep them seamlessly 
sitting on top of each 
other. 

Add a layer of 
hardcore 

ONCE the sides have 
been constructed, it is 
advisable to line the 
inside with a polythene 
sheet to protect the 
material from the 
damp soil. 

Once this has been 
done, place a layer of 
stones or hardcore 
inside the raised bed, up 
to 8cms in depth. This 
will aid drainage and 
help plants to flourish. 
Cover with a permeable 
membrane and replace 
any topsoil that was 
previously removed, 
adding fertiliser and 
compost to improve soil 
quality. 

Prepare to 
plant 

ONCE your raised bed 
has been created, leave 
the soil to settle and 
enrich for up to two 
weeks before planting. 

The soil in your beds 
will lose moisture more 
quickly, which means 
the ground will dry out 
if you forget to water it. 
Start by planting hardy 
annuals at first and take 
time to monitor the soil 
condition so you can 
select the right foliage.

Ant-Man and The Wasp is yet 
another success for Marvel... 


IT’S been quite a 
year for Marvel 
Studios - having 
smashed box office 
records with Black 
Panther , then 
smashed more 
records with 

Avengers: Infinity 
War , the studio 
hasn’t paused for 
breath with their 
final offering for the 
year, Ant-Man and 
The Wasp now in 
cinemas. 

The sequel to the 
joyously fun Ant-Man, 
here we find Scott Lang 
(Paul Rudd) under house 
arrest after his part in the 
events of Captain 
America: Civil War. But 
when Scott has visions of 
Janet Van Dyne 
(Michelle Pfeiffer), who 
was lost inside the 
quantum realm nearly 30 
years go, he covertly 
contacts her daughter 
Hope Van Dyne 
(Evangeline Lilly) and 
her father Hank Pym, 
both of whom are angry 
at Scott for his role in the 
aforementioned events in 
Germany. 

The three of them 
must try to get to Janet 
before time runs out, a 
situation complicated by 
the mysterious Ghost 
(Hannah John Kamen) 
and shady businessman 
Sonny Burch (Walton 
Goggins), who each have 
their own designs on 
Hank’s technology... 

You may think there’s 
something of ‘after the 
Lord Mayor’s parade’ 
about Ant-Man and The 
Wasp, coming on the 
heels of the cultural 
phenomenon of Black 
Panther and the box- 


office slaying, 

emotionally-wrought 
Avengers: Infinity War. 
After all, how will the 
continued adventures of 
Scott Lang et al compete 
with such largesse? 

The answer is it 
simply doesn’t, and it’s 
all the better for it, for 
this is a film that exists 
largely in its own 
vacuum, a thrillingly 
enjoyable slice of 
satisfying cinematic fun 
that acts as something of 
a palate cleanser to the 
last two Marvel entries. 

Given the fraught pre- 
production of the first 
film (original director 
Edgard Wright leaving 
just before start of 
filming), it had no right 
to be as enjoyable as it 
was, this thanks largely 
to both the performances 
and the direction of 
Peyton Reed, who filled 
the shoes of Wright more 
than admirably. 

Here Reed, 

emboldened by the first 
film, offers up something 
that is tonally similar yet 
makes great leaps in 
terms of the larger 
narrative and universe. 
His roots in comedy 
means that the film never 
lacks for laughs, but it’s 
all underpinned by a 
narrative that employs 
the ‘race against time’ 
concept which means it 
rarely slows its pace, and 
also has some wonderful 
action sequences. 

The balance between 
humour and scale is 
controlled exceptionally 
well, the action played 
straight yet with room for 
laughs, while the 
shrinking (and enlarging) 
technology of the 
characters means that 
there is plenty of high- 
drama and comedy to be

mined. 

There’s just a general 
sense of confidence on 
show, with Paul Rudd as 
effervescent and funny as 
ever as the unlikely hero, 
but stepping back to 
allow Evangeline Lilly 
and Michael Douglas to 
carry the film’s more 
weightier narrative 
elements. Their desire to 
bring back Janet is the 
driving factor here, and 
both Lilly (superb in both 
the quieter moments and 
the physical ones) and 
Douglas deliver strong 
turns. 

The returning Michael 
Pena as the story¬ 
spinning Luis is a riot 
(never let the man near a 
truth serum), while, on 
the villain front, neither 
Hannah John-Kamen’s 
Ghost nor Walton 
Goggins’ Burch are big- 
name bad guys, played 
here as anti-heroes of a 
sort, but their 
motivations and the 
performances sit 

perfectly within the 
framework of the story. 


Given its constant 
pace, there are some plot 
points that could have 
been explored a bit more 
deeply, that feel slightly 
rushed in the grander 
scheme of the story, but 
the film does a great job 
of carrying as much 
exposition as it can as the 
story continues moving 
forward. 

Most impressively is 
the way that the film 
plots its own course 
without relying too 
heavily on events 
elsewhere in the Marvel 
universe. Much like the 
Guardians of the Galaxy 
films thrived on being 
separated from the main 
pack, given the upheaval 
of Infinity War this stands 
on its own two feet, not 
needed to carry any 
heavy-lifting from 
elsewhere, and that 
freedom really allows the 
film to soar. 

It may have been the 
least-hyped Marvel film 
of the year, but it stands 
to-to-toe with the 
studio’s other efforts in 
2018 - a wondrously 
entertaining piece of 
work, Ant-Man and The 
Wasp is yet another 
Marvel success. 

VERDICT - Building 
on the goodwill of the 
first film, Ant-Man and 
The Wasp exudes 
confidence and boldness 
throughout. The 

performances across the 
board are wonderful, 
Peyton Reed’s direction 
breezes by with an 
assured feel, and the film 
entertains with aplomb - 
a really superb slice of 
Marvel. Highly

THE JD Welsh Premier 
League returns this weekend, 
with Barry Town’s visit to 
champions The New Saints 
among the feature attractions.

Champions for the seventh 
successive year, TNS have a number of 
games behind them this season already, 
thanks to their European exploits. 

Despite crashing to defeat in their 
continental curtain-raiser at 
Macedonia’s KF Shkendija, the Saints 
would win the second leg 4-0 at Park 
Hall. 


A subsequent two-legged triumph 
against Gibraltar’s Lincoln Red Imps 
set up this week’s tie with Midtjylland, 
which sandwiches the Barry match. 

With the Saints playing their home 
leg at the Cardiff City Stadium this 
Thursday, Barry boss Gavin 
Chesterfield is expected to be an 
interested spectator. 

One of the league’s most evocative 
fixtures, Barry and TNS have between 
them won 18 of the 26 titles contested 
in JD Welsh Premier League history. 

Among their memorable clashes, 
Saints would inflict Barry’s lone defeat 
of the 1996-97 season, prevailing 1-0 
at their former Llansantffraid home. 

However, the Town would respond 
in unforgettable fashion, dishing out a 
10-0 drubbing at Jenner in September 
with Eifion Williams scoring five.

Griffiths beats 
Barry 10K field 
and the heat 


SWANSEA Harrier 
Dewi Griffiths won 
the ‘Brecon Carreg 
Barry Island 10K’ 
race on Sunday, 
August 5. 

He showed no sign of 
the stress fracture that 
ruled him out of the 
World Championships 
and Commonwealth 
Games as he led from the 
start and stormed through 
the undulating first 5K in 
14:44 ahead of Cardiff 
AAC’s Matt Clowes and 
Welsh teammate Josh 
Griffiths.

Following his win, 
Griffiths explained: “By 
the time I got to 7KI was 
in the hurt locker, but I 
was fortunate to be able 
to look back on my 
experiences in the past 
where it has hurt and I’ve 
been able to hold on. 

“I knew if I was 
hurting, then everyone 
else was, but those hills 
hurt in the heat. 

“I came here wanting 
to run under 30 minutes 
and I’ve done that so it’s 
a step towards the 
ultimate goal which is 
getting back to where I 
was. 

“I missed out on the 
World Championships 
and I missed the 
Commonwealth Games 
so those goals are there 
for me, and I want to go 
to the Olympics in 
Tokyo.”

Davis went head to head 
with Rachel Felton in a 
Run 4 Wales 10K series 
decider. 

Davis won at the 
Brecon Carreg Cardiff 
Bay Run while Felton 
took the inaugural ABP 
Newport Wales 10K title.
